"ENGLISH  RECORDS" 

3ADBY  PARISH 

The  researches  of  Mr.  Jesse  Root  of  Berlin  Con¬ 
necticut  brought  to  Light  the  fact  that  John 
Root  who  settled  in  Farmington  came  from  a  small 
parish  in  Northamptonshire  England  by  the  name 
of  "Badly".  The  branch  of  the  family  which  first 
settled  in  Hartford  and  afterwards  removed  to 
Northampton  was  allied  to  that  in  Farmington  ana 
Thomas  of  the  former  places  was  a  brother  of  John 
of  the  latter  place, (who  married  Lary  Kilbourne 
dau  Thomas  and  Francis  Kilbourne  of  Wood  Dutton 
England  came  to  America  1635.)  The  parish  rec¬ 
ords  of  "Badly"  examined  by  Mr.  Russell  Harper 
Root  of  New  York  indicate  that  they  were  brothers. 
The  first  record  found  in  the  old  parish  book  was 
that  of  the  marriage  of  John  Roote  and  Ann  Russell 
in  the  year  1600.  .(John  Roote  lived  and  died  in 
Badby.)  The  record  of  their  children  runs  as 
follows  s

Besides  this  there  is  a  record  of  the  death  of 
Thomas  Roote  on  the  5th  of  April  1609  father  of 
John  Roote  who  married  Ann  Russell  (see  Russell 
family  Page  I.) 

In  Baker's  History  of  Northamptonshire  it  is 
stated  "Sir  Hugh  Russell  of  Thorp  Mundeville  was 
grantee  of  Fawsley  in  the  year  1635.  He  was  the 
ancestor  of  Ann  Russell  who  married  John  Roote'  of 
Badby  (Baddebi)  two  and  one  half  miles  from  Doventry 
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Thomas  Roots  (l)  son  of  John  Roote  and  Ann  Rus¬ 
sell  Roots  of  Budby  England,  born  Jan  16th  1605, 
came  to  this  country  about  the  year  1637  and  was 
among  the  first  settlers  in  Hartford,  Conn.,  where 
he  lived  many  years  and  where  his  children  we re 
born,  although  on  account  of  the  incompleteness  of 
the  ancient  records  of  Hartford,  as  they  have  come 
down  to  this  generation,  the  birth  of  only  one  of 
them  (John)  is  recorded,  Thomas  Roote  went  to  Pe- 
quot  in  1637  as  a  soldier  (Page  4C6  Society  Colon¬ 
ial  Wars)  The  name  of  Thomas  Roote  is  mentioned 
in  the  list  of  proprietors  of  undivided  lands  in 
1639  and  may  be  found  on  the  monument  in  the  old 
graveyard  in  Hartford  at  the  rear  of  the  Center 
Church  erected  in  memory  of  the  first  settlers  of 
the  city.  He  was  a  considerable  landholder  there, 
and  one  parcel  of  land  assigned  to  him  was  located 
on  what  is  now  North  Main  Street,  about  a  mile  west 
of  'the  State  House.  After  a  residence  of  about  fif¬ 
teen  years  in  Hartford  he  left  with  his  six  sons  and 
one  daughter  and  settled  in  Northampton  Mass.,  on 
the  9th  day  of  May  1654  as  one  of  the  planters  of 
what  was  then  called  wNonotuck“.  In  the  Mass.  Col¬ 
onial  Documents  we  find  that  in  1659  on  petition  he 
was  appointed  one  of  the  Selectmen*  He  was  both  far¬ 
mer  and  weaver  of  cloth.  His  record  of  lands  in 
Massachusetts  assigned  to  him  by  the  town  is  dated 
the  7th  of  June  1659.  On  the  18th  day  of  June  1661 
the  parish  church  was  founded  and  the  Rev.  Eleazar 
Mather  was  ordained  as  pastor  and  teacher  of  the 
flock*  Among  the  eight  pillars  of  the  church  thus 
organized  was  Thomas  Roote.  It  is  believed  by  some 
that  he  was  a  Deacon  of  the  church.  The  old  Roote 
home  in  Northampton  was  on  King  Street  opposite 
where  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  now  stands  and  it 
is  only  within  a  few  years  that  it  has  been  torn 
down.  Thomas  Roote  died  at  an  advanced  age  on  the 
17th  of  July  1694,  naming  his  children  in  his  will 
and  mentioning  that  he  lived  with  his  son  Jonathan 
at  the  old  homestead.  Thomas  Roote rs  name  appears 
also  with  eight  others  in  a  petition  to  the  General 
Court  of  Massachusetts,  dated  May  6th,  1653,  granted

Jacob  Root  (2)  was  the  youngest  son  of  Thomas 
Roote,  and  was  born  in  Hartford  Feb  6th  1652. 

He  married  Feb  2nd  1680  Mary  dau  Samson  and  Mary 
Daniels  Frary  of  Deerfield  Mass.,  dau  of  Samuel 
Daniels  one  of  the  original  proprietors  of  Ded¬ 
ham,  drew  Lot  26,  and  Mary  Daniels*  John  F rary , 
Sams on rs  father,  settled  in  that  part  of  Dedham, 
now  Frary  Street,  Medfield,  and  was  one  of  the 
founders  of  the  church  in  Dedham  1638*  He  died 
June  14th  1695  "at  a  great  age".  "When  the  Ded¬ 
ham  Committee  laid  the  town  street  in  May  1671 
they  found  r  Sams  on  Frary1  s  cellar'  at  ths  north 
end  of  the  street,  he  drew  Lot  29  and  the  house 
nov:  standing  on  it  was  there  in  1697,  probably 
built  by  himself  after  1683  (this  is  Miss  Alice 
Baker's  noted  'Frary  House*.)  Samson  Frary  was 
slain  and  his  wife  Mary  Daniels  Frar2/  was  cap-  . 
tured  and  killed  on  the  march  to  Canada  after 
Deerfield  was  surprised  and  destroyed  at  mid¬ 
night  in  1704  by  the  French  and  Indians  during 
the  "Ouenne  Anne  War"  between  the  Colonies.

he  moved  there.  (In  May  1708  the  following  pe¬ 
tition  was  presented  to  the  General  Assembly  by 
the  inhabitants  of  the  township  -  "to  the  Hon¬ 
ored  General  Assembly  now  sitting  in  order  May 
13th  17G4  -  whereas  the  General  Assembly,  in  May 
last  granted  liberty  for  a  place  called  Hebron... 

A  record  of  the  action  of  the  General  Assembly 
under  date  of  May  26th  1708  is  as  follows  - 
"This  Assembly  upon  the  petition  of  Jacob  Roote 
and  the  rest  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of 
Hebron,  does  grant  to  them  the  privilege  of  a 
town,  that  they  may  choose  its  officers  and  be 
enabled  to  raise  money  for  civil  and  religious 
uses  (Colonial  Records".)  signed  fJacob  Roote 
in  the  name  of  the  Rest".  Jacob  Roote  had  a 
farm  which  remained  in  the  possession  of  his  fam¬ 
ily  for  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  years.  He 
died  August  9th  1731.  His  wife  died  Feb  8th  1744.
